Marc 
Sollazzo won the 152-pound weight 
class at the Division3 state meet, a 
year after Pat Heffernan was a 
state champ which came a few 
years after Billy Tate became the 
first Wilmington High state cham- 
pion; 

* Had three Cape Ann League 
champions, Sollazzo, Derek Hanley 
and Roman Walsh, the best show- 
ing at a league meet in school 
history; 

* Had its first champion at the 
prestigious Mount Anthony Tour- 
nament — Pimental’s high school 
in Vermont — as Sollazzo was the 
champion; 

*Pimental wasnamed the North 
Sectional Coach of the Year; 

Said Pimental of the season, “In 
terms of wins and losses the season 
was by far the best one we've had 
[since I've been coach]. All (of the 
accomplishments mentioned 
above] have never been done be- 
fore and we're really proud of the 
kids for everything they accom- 
plished last year.” 

Pimental grew up in 
Bennington, Vermont and gradu- 
ated from Mount Anthony High 
School in 1989. His junior year he 
was second at the state meet be- 
fore he was crowned a state cham- 
pion in his senior year. That year 
was thestart of an incredible mark 
at Mount Anthony. That was the 


first year the team won the Ver- 
mont state championship. They 
haven'trelinquished that titlesince. 
They will be going for their 15th 
straight Vermont state title this 
year. 

Scott Legacy is the Mount An- 
thony coach who has been behind 
all of the success which includes 
being on the mat when Pimental 
was a state champ, as well as being 
named the National Coach of the 
Year twice. Along with the 14 
straightstatetitles, Mount Anthony 
has won three New England titles 
That's why it was so special for 
Sollazzo to win the championship 
at the annual Mount Anthony tour- 
nament which the Wildcats have 
participated in every year since 
Pimental's arrival 

After graduating from Mount 
Anthony, Pimental attended 
Springfield College and continued 
his wrestling career, while he got a 
degree to become a physical edu- 
cation teacher. 

In 1994 he became a teacher at 
WHS, as well as becoming the third 
Wilmington High wrestling coach 
inthe program's history. Since then 
it's been a perfect marriage. 

“Someone told me the other day 
when I was going to practice that I 
looked like a little kid at Christ- 
mas,” said Pimental.

= What McCune does have this 
séagon are many potentially very 
goad players, who are quick, who 
shoot and who should put up a 
of points collectively. 
Wildcats are coming off a 
‘season which saw them lose in 
the second round of the state tour- 
nament to the eventual Division 3 
state champs of Lynn Tech. This 
year’s season begins Tuesday with 
a road contest against Amesbury 
at 6:30 (new starting times this 
year for the league; away games 
are at 6:30 and home games are at 
7:00). 

Of course in any pre-season 
there’s plenty of questions for any 
team, but one question that 
shouldn’t be asked is if this team 
will be competitive. Because they 
will be, And they certainly should 
continue the tradition of playing 
exciting, hard nosed basketball 

“I’'mpretty excited,” said coach 
McCune. “I love this team. They 
are great kids. Youknow I haven’t 
yelled at them once.” 

McCunesaid that last comment 
with a laugh because even he 
knows that his reputation is being 
ayeller and a screamer. But with 
that, there hasn’t been one kid 
who hasn’t played hard for him, 
who hasn’t dived on the floor for 
the loose balls and who haven't 
tried to carry on the winning tra- 
dition which this program has 
excelled at which begins with his 
coaching. Last year McCune was 
honored for his 200th win asa high 
school coach between St. Clement's 
High and Wilmington High. 

“I come in every year hoping 
we can challenge for the league 
title,” he said. “That’s our inten- 
tions every year. I think if you say 
[a team is] rebuilding it’s just an 
excuse for losing. Can we chal- 
lenge for the league title? Cer- 
tainly. Do we have questions on 
this team? Yes, we certainly do.” 

This year’s team will be much 
different. Of the 15 guys on the 
team, 13 of them are guards and 
the other two are centers. Thir- 
teen guards? 

. “We're going to be a much dif- 
ferent team than we have been in 
the past,” said McCune. “We're 
going to go with four guards and 
one big guy. We could go with two 
big guys and three guards but if 
wedo that we don’t have a big guy 


to come off the bench in case the 
other big guy gets in foul trouble,” 

The team has three extremely 
good players and another two play- 
ers with very good upside, not to 
mention several solid players to 
have on any team. Valence 
Nwachukwu, who transferred to 
Wilmington last year from Ne- 
braska, averaged 14.8 points per 
game as a junior. He is a very 
talented ball player, who is a very 
good ball handler and a very good 
shooter when he is on. Sometimes 
he takes too many shots, but in 
either case the kid can play. 

“If (Valence) plays to his po- 
tential and to the fashion we be- 
lieve he can play at, we envision 
him to be the MVP of the [Cape 
Ann] league,” said McCune. “We'll 
be looking for him to score some 
points but we're also going to be 
looking for him to do some re- 
bounding.” 

Besides Nwachukwu, juniors 
Craig Osgood and Pat Taylor are 
also very good players. Osgood is 
a very good perimeter shooter. He 
can bury the jumper, or the three- 
pointer. He’s also very quick and 
a very unselfish player. 

Taylor isthe team’s big guy, he 
stands at 6-4, He’s a very good 
offensive player with a soft touch 
and can be very explosive shoot- 
ing wise from the wings. His prob- 
lem last year was playing defense 

~ he struggled at times. This year 
he'll have more chores, including 
trying to be a key rebounder and 
he'll be the lone guy down low 
since the rest of the team are 
guards and perimeter shooters. 

“We're building around what 
we have,” said McCune. “And what 
we have are several outstanding 
shooters. We have three or four 
kids who can shoot the lights out. 
We're going to run some motion, 
we'll be shooting a lot from the 
perimeter and even get Taylor 
involved down low.” 

On top of those three guys, 
junior Mike Jordan is also an ex- 
tremely good shooter. Jordan is 
probably the best pure shooter the 
program's had over the years. 
When he’s hot he’s unstoppable. 
He has to improve his defense, 
just like the entire team does. 

“We're going to press - we're 
going to run after teams,” said 
McCune. “We'll be pressing from 
the opening tip-off to the last 
buzzer.

The Town Crier looks back . . . 
Five days after Pearl 


Harbor, the Neilsons wed 


WILMINGTON - Sixty years 

ago, the world was going crazy. 
On December 7, 1941, the 
Japanese bombed Pearl 
Harbor, drawing the United 
States into World War II. Five 
days later, my parents were 
married. Like so many mar- 
riages that took place at that 
time, it wasn’t really planned 
that way. 

Larz, in the Merchant 
Marine, was chief mate on a 
freighter, the SS Carolinian. 
The ship was in port in 
Wilmington, N.C. My mother, 
Elizabeth Norton, lived with 
her parents. She worked at 
New England Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. in Boston. She 
was the first woman to pass the 
actuarial exams at that firm. 


They had been dating for 
some time. I have a post card 
which my father sent to his 
future mother-in-law in 
September 1940. 

They had known each other in 
high school, although neither 
of them graduated from 
Wilmington High. My mother 
went to Colby Academy in New 
London, New Hampshire, for 
her senior year. My father left 
in the spring of his senior year 
to attend Massachusetts 
Nautical School at Buzzards 
Bay. After graduating from the 
maritime academy, my father 
worked his way up in the 
Merchant Marine. Third mate, 
second mate, first mate. This 
was the Great Depression, and 
most people considered them-

Findings 


Finding 1. RMLD’S credit card spending cost 
ratepayers thousands of dollars in excessive, 
unauthorized and or inadequately 
documented expenditures. 


This Office's investigation found that the General 
Manager, a cardholder, is the foremost abuser of 
RMLD's credit card policy. 

Of more than 700 credit card purchases made by the 
General Manager, less than 10 percent of the requests 
for payment were accompanied by notations, charge 
slips, and receipts which clearly indicate the business 
nature of the expense. 

Of the 130 credit card purchases made, by the As- 
sistant General Manager, less than 20 percent of the 
requests for payment were accompanied by notations, 
charge slips, and/or receipts which clearly indicate 
the business nature of the expense. Of the 342 credit 
card purchases made by other RJ~ALD staff, less 
than 20 percent of the requests for payment included 
notations, charge slips, and receipts which clearly in- 
dicate the business nature of the expense. 


A. Las Vegas, Nevada 


In early June 2000, three RMLD employees, (the As- 
sistant General Manager, the electricat Maintenance + +

} in Las Vegas, NV. 
i * On June 4 and 5, 2000 (Sunday and Monday) — 
; records from the Mirage Hotel and Casino in Las Ve- 
} gas, indicate that a RMLD credit card secured and 
} paid for a deluxe room for a total of $792.14. Also in- 
{ cluded in the room charges were telephone calls and 
i spa services. The Assistant General Manager subse- 
} quently submitted the credit card statement for pay- 
ment. The bill contained the notation “APPA” next to 
the Las Vegas expenses. As stated above, the APPA 
reported to this Office that it has no record of any 
APPA-sponsored conference, meeting, seminar or 
other event scheduled during the month of June 2000 in 
Las Vegas. 

* June 3, 4, & 5, 2000 (Saturday - Monday) — Re 
cords from Balfy’s Parts Hotel and Casino indicate 
that RMLD’s Electrical Maintenance Manager and 
Senior Meter Technician checked into two separate 
rooms, charged room service meals and incurred steep 
tong-distance telephone charges ($68.27 and $141.45 re- 
spectively). The total for two employees staying three 
nights was $1,054.04. Although requested by this Office, 
RMLD did not provide any records of payment for 
these expenses. 

* From June 3 to June 5, 2000 (Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday) — records received from the Tres Jazz 
Night Club and Pans Provincial Restaurant at the 
Paris Las Vegas Resort indicate that on four separate 
occasions several guests dined and consumed alcohol 
at ratepayer’s expense.

Show Tickets for the Blue Man Group were Pdi a 
using a RMLD credit card totaling $189.00. The Assis- 
tant General Managers bill submitted to RMLD for 
payment did not state who attended or whether the ex- 
pense was for a business p' . While entertainment 
expenses are permitted by ’s credit card policy, 
the business purpose must be clearly indicated. 

Upon returning from Las Vegas, NV the Assistant 
General Manager submitted a RMLD weekly expense 
statement for personal reimbursement, Which induded 
the following “APPA” additional expense: 

* June 4, 2000 (Sunday) — the Assistant General 
Manager arid two guests dined at Onda Mirage Resort 
& Casino Restaurant, Las Vegas, NV, totaling $196.69. 
The expense report did not identify the Assistant Man- 
agers guests. The meal included: dark chocolate souf- 
flé, Sambuca, and Saint Margarita, Trimbach Reis, 
and Villa Chianti wines. 

The total to the ratepayers for expenses charged b 
the Assistant General Manager in Las Vegas (exelud- 
ing airfare): $2,300.25. If a legitimate business purpose 
exists for this Las Vegas trip, the costs incurred were 
excessive by reasonable standards. In addition, monies 
spent on entertainment were not documented as hav- 
ing a business purpose. When this Office asked the 
Chairmen of RMLD’s Board of Commissioners about 
the Las Vegas expenses he stated that they must be le- 
gitimate if the General Manager approved them. 


B. Scottsdale, Arizona 


During the period of this Office’s review, the Gen- 
eral Manager made three week-long trips to Scotts- 
dale, AZ. As indicated below, during the most recent 
year 2000 trip. Certain, expenses incurred were identi- 
fied by the General Manager as personal on the credit 
card bill that he submitted for payment. However, al- 
though requested by this Office, RMDL did not provide 
any records indicating the General Manager provided 
restitution of the monies, as the credit card policy re- 
quires. The question stands as to whether portions of 
the weeks in the two prior years were also, in fact, 
personal travel. 

* March 4 (Saturday) - March 10 (Friday), 2000 — 
The General Manager stayed at the Resort Suites in 
Scottsdale, AZ and charged $1,118.26 at the hotel. Hotel 
records indicate that golf expenses totaling $136.50 
were included. On the bill submitted for payment, the 
General Manager noted that the golf and two nights at 
the Resort Suites were personal. However, records re- 
flect that RMLD paid the entire bill. In addition, 
RMLD ratepayers peas for the General Manager to 
dine at Z’Tejas Grill in Phoenix, AZ, totaling $102.33; 
gasoline totaling $34.29; shuttle costs totaling $44.00; 
and a Massport Authority Logan parking fee of $124.00. 
A notation on the monthly edit card statement read, 

, “APPA CEO Roundtable.” Total cost to the ratepayers 
(excluding airfare) of the General Manager’s year 2000 
Scottsdale, AZ trip: $1,378.80. 

* March 13 (Monday) - March 19 (Sunday), 1999 — 
RMLD) credit card statements indicate that the Gen- 
eral Manager was in Scottsdale, AZ for the “APPA 
CEO Roundtable.” Records show that the General 
Manager stayed at the Resort Suites in Scottsdale, AZ 
for $1,135.14; rented an Avis Rent-A-Car car for $501.89; 
dined at the Old Tortilla Factory for $65.00; and parked 
at the Massport Authority Logan lot for $70.00. Total 
cost to the ratepayers (excluding airfare) of the Gen- 
eral Manager's 1999 Scottsdale, AZ trip: $1,782.58. 

¢ February 28 (Saturday) - March 6 (Friday), 1998 
— The General Manager’s week-long stay at the 
Radisson Resort in Scottsdale, AZ totaled $1,848.15. In- 
cluded in the expenses paid by RMLD ratepayers were 
long distance telephone charges of $86.80; credit card 
receipts from Andre’s Restaurant and Cabana Bar to- 
taling $58.89; a gift shop florist expense of $12.56; an 
Avis rent-a-car totaling $595.32. Dinner at the Carlsbad 
Tavern totaling $38.90 and a Chart House Restaurant 
peony in Scottsdale, AZ totaling $293.51. The credit 
card bill submitted by the General Manager noted that 
expenses were in conjunction with the “APPA CEO 
Roundtable.” The total cost to the ratepayers (exclud- 
ing airfare) of the General Manager’s 1998 Scottsdale, 

trip: $2,776.62. 

Total cost (excluding airfare) to the ratepayers for 
the General Manager’s 1998-2000 Scottsdale. AZ trips: 
$5,938.00. 


C. San Antonio, Texas 


In the spring of 1998, the General Manager and an- 
other RMLD employee spent several days and several 
thousand dollars in San Antonio, TX. The costs in- 
curred appear excessive and while records submitted 
for payment indicate that the trip was in conjunction 
with an “APPA conference,” (records do not indicate 
the dates of the conference. ) 

« From June 12 to 18, 1998, a week-long stay by the 
General Manager at the San Antonio Marriott River 
Center totaled $1,951.78. The following expenses were 
included in that total: $85.77 for room service; $29.75 in 
pool/hotel bar tabs; $65.00 in valet parking services; 
$26.94 “ laundry services; and $35.87 in long distance 
telephohe calls. The General Manager also rented a 
car from the San Antonio, TX Avis Rent-A-Car for 
$354.48 and had $133.91 of miscellaneous and unidenti- 
fied expenses charged at the hotel; 

* From June 12 15, 1998, a four-day stay by another 
RMLD employee at the San Antonio Marriott River 
Center totaled $729.13. The following expenses were in- 
cluded in the total $135.57 in hotel restaurant expenses; 
$90.97 in long distance telephone calls; and $43.17 in ho- 
tel in-room movie rentals. Miscellaneous meal Charges 
and Massport parking fees totaled $91.82. 

Total cost of trip (excluding airfare) to ratepayers: 
$3,261.12.
